ring the Be⸗ payment of the ſaid £5oneyp ; and the 
fame perlons do afterwards Boꝛrow Money, up- 
an Stcurity of their Lands, of other perſons, and 
20 not acquaint the latter Lender thereof with the 
fame, whereby ſuch latter Lender is very often 
in danger fo loſe his Whole Boney, 62 fozced to 
pay off the Debts ſecured by the ſaid Judgments, 
Statutes, and Recognizances, bekoze they can 
ha ve any Benefit of the laid Moztgages. 

And Whereas divers perſons do many times

An ACT tor the more Eaſy obtaining Pare 
titions of Lands in Caparce nary Joynt-tenancy, 


and Tenancy in Common, and Bounding, and 
Mearing of Lands. 


CHAP XXXVII. 


Hereas the Pzocedings upon Writs of 
Partition, betwern Coparceners, by the 
Common-Law, oz Cuſtom, Joynt-Tenants, oz 
Lenants in Common, are found by Experience, 
to- be Ledious Chargable, and oftentimes In- 


eflea ua! 
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effectual, by Reaſon of the difficulty of Dilcove⸗ 
ring the perſons and Eſtates of the Tenants of 
the ſeveral Manours, Pefſuages. Lands, Te- 
nements, and Hereditaments, to be Divided, and 
the Defective and Dilatozy Executing and Re- 
turning of the P:oceſs, of Summons, Attach- 
ment and Diſtreſs, and other Dificulties and 
Impediments in Making and Eſtabliſhing of 
Partitions; by Reaſon of which, divers perſons 
having Un-divided Parts, oe Pur-parts, are 
greatly Prejudiced and Opp:cſed, and the Þ2e- 
miſe are frequently Waſted, oz ive Uncultiva⸗ 
ted, oz not Impꝛoved, and the Pzofits of the 
ſame thereby Totally are in a greater meaſure 
Loſt. Fo: Remedy thereof: 

Be it Enacted by the Bitig's Moſt Excellent 
Majeſty, by, and With the Advice and Conſenc 
of the Loꝛds Spiritual and Tempoꝛal and Com- 
mons in this preſent Parliament Aſſembled, and 
by Authoꝛity of the ſame, That from the Sith 
Day of November, One thouſand Sir hundꝛed 
Ninety leaven, and after Bzoceſs of Summons, 
o: Attachment upon any Writ of Partition 
Returned, and Affidavit made thereupon by any 
Sufficient and Credibie perſon, that due Notice 
in Writing is, oz hath bern given of the ſaid 
Mrit of Partition, to the Tenant oz Tenants, 
to the ſaid Writ o: Action, and a Copy there⸗ 
of lekt with the Occupper, 02 Tenant 02 Te- 
nants, in Poſſeſſion of the ſaid Lands; oz if 
they, 02 any of them cannot be found, then to 
the Wife, Don 02 Daughter, being of the Age 
of One and Twenty Pears, o: upwards, of ſuch 
Tenant o2 Tenants, to the laid Writ oz Action, 
o Tenant in actual Poſleſſion, as afo:eſaid, by 
Uertue of any Eſtate of Fr#hold to: Pears, or

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at Will, oz any uncertain Intereſt, of, 02 in the 
ſaid Banours, Lands, Tenements and Heredi- 
caments, Whereof the ſaid Partition is ſo De⸗ 
manded, unleſs the ſaid Tenant in Adual Poſleſ- 
ſion, be Demandant in the {aid Action, at the leait 
Fo:ty Days befoze the Day of the Return of 
the ſaid Summons oz Attachment; if in ſuch 
Cale the Tenant oz Lenants to ſuch Writ, oz 
Lenant in Poſleſtion to the Manours, Lands, 
Tenements and Hereditaments, as afozeſaid, 02 
any of them, ſhall not within the Term after Re= 
turn of ſuch Writ of Summons d Attachment, 
oz the Term following the ſame, cauſe an Ap- 
pearance tobe Entred in ſuch Court, where ſuch 
Writ of Summons 02 Attachment (hail ve Re- 
turnable then, and in Dekault of ſuch Appear⸗ 
ance, the Demandant having Filed his Declara⸗ 
tion, the Court map, and ſhall pꝛoccd to Exa⸗ 
mine the Title of the ſaid Demandant, ſet fozth 
in his Declaration, and the Content, o2: Quan- 
tity of his Part, oz Pur-part of the ſaid Lands 
and P2emiſes, and accozding as they ſhall find 
his right Part and Pur part to be, they fhall 
fo2 ſo much, cauſe Judgment by Default, to de 
Entred fo2 the ſaid Demandant, and thereupon 
D2der and Award a Writ, to make Partition, 
whereby ſuch P2opoztion, Part and Pur-part, 
may be let out to him in Severalty ; of which 
ſaid Writ of Execution, Notice ſhall be given to 
the Dccupier, Tenant oꝛ Lenants, of the ſaid 
Manours, Lands, Tenements and Heredita- 
ments, at leaſt Sir Days befozs the Execution 
thereof; and the ſame being after ſuch Notice 
duly Executed and Returned, and Final Judg⸗ 
ment thereupon Entred, the lame hail be god, 
Winding, and 9 to all perſons whatſo⸗ 


eber 
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ever, and to the ſeveral Nights, Titles, and 
Intereſts, Which they, oz any of them have, oz 
ſhall at any time Claim, oꝛ pꝛetend to have in 
any of the {aid Manours, Lands, Tenements, 
and Hereditaments, mentioned in the ſaid Judg⸗ 
ment and Writ of Partition ſo Awarded, as a- 
fo:cſaid, although all perſons concerned, are not 
Named in the P:oc#dings thereupon, no2 the 
— of the Tenants to the ſaid Writ truly let 
o2ty- 

P2ovided always, That if ſuch Tenant oz 
Lenants, oz perſon concerned, oꝛ any of them, 
againſt whom, o2 their Bight oz Title, ſuch 
Judgment by Dekault is given, ſhall within the 
ſpace of One Pear, after the Firſt Judgment En- 
tred, oz in Caſe of Jnfancy, Covercure, Non 
ſane Memorie, 02 Adſence out of the Kingdom. 
then within One Pear after his, her, oz their 
Return, oꝛ the Determination of ſuch Pnabili- 
ty, apply themſelves by Motion to the Court, 
where ſuch Indgments are Entred, and ſhew 
good, and pꝛobable matter in Bar of ſuch Par 
tition, oz that the Demandant hath not Title 
to ſo much as he hath ſo Necovered; then, and in 
ſuch Caſe, the Court map Sulpend. 02 Set as 
ſide ſuch Judgment, and admit the Tenant oꝛ 
Tenants to appear and Plead, and the Canſe 
ſhall P2oced acco:ding to Due Courſe of Law, 
as if no ſuch Judgment had bern given: And 
if the Court upon Hearing thereof, ſhall Ad- 
fudge fo2 the Firſt Demandant, then the ſaid 
Firſt Judgment ſhall ſtand Confirmed, and ve 
god againſt all perſons whatlocver, Except ſuch

And ve it Enacted by the Authozity akoze⸗ 
ſaid, That no Plea in Abatement ſhail be ad⸗ 
mitted, 02 received in any Sute foz Par- 
tition, noz ſhall the ſame be Abated by reaſor: 
of the Death of any Tenant o Tenants 
thertunto. 

And be it further Enacted by the Authozity 
afozeſaid, That when the High⸗Sheritt. by rea- 
ſon of Diltance, Jnfirmity, oꝛ any other Hins 
drance, cannot conveniently be preſent at the 
Execution of any Judgment in Partition, in 
ſuch Caſe, the Under-Sherif, in preſence of 
Two Juſtiecs of the Peace of che County, where 
the Lands, Tenements, oz izereditameiits to be 
Divided, do lis, ſhall, and map proceed to Ere- 
cution of any UWrit of Partition, by JYnquiſt- 
tion, in due Fo:m of Law,as it the High-Sheriff 
were then perſonally preſeiic; and the High- 
Sheriff thereupon, ſhall, and is hereby Enabled 
and Required to make the ſame Return as if 
he were perſonally preſent at ſuch Exccutton. 
And in Caſe ſuch Partition ve Bade, Returti- 
ed, and Filed, he or they chat were Tenant 
o2 Lenants of any of the ſaid Pefſyages, Lands,

god unto their reſpective Tenants, the ſaid ſe⸗ 
veral Parts ſeverally after ſuch Partition, as 
they are 02 wert Bound to do by any Copy, 
Leaſe, oz G2ant of their reſpective Parts be⸗ 
foze any Partition made; and in Caſe any De- 
mandant be Tenant. in Actual Poſſeſſion to the 
Tenant, to the Writ 02 Action, foꝛ his Part and 
Pꝛopoꝛtion, oꝛ any Part thereof in the Meſſuages, 
Lands, Tenements,and Hereditaments to be Di⸗ 
vided, by Uirtue of a Writ of Partition, as afoze- 
ſaid, foꝛ any Term of Life, Lives, oꝛ Pears, oꝛ un- 
certain Intereſt, the laid Tenants ſhall ſtand 
and be Poſſefſed of the ſaid Pur-parts, and Pꝛo- 
poꝛtions, fo2 the like Term and under the ſame 
Conditions and Covenants, when it is ſet out in 
ſeveralty, in purſuance of this, oꝛ any other Act, 
Statute, oꝛ Law, to that purpoſe. 

And be it further Enaned by the Authority 
afo:eſaid, That the reſpective Sheriffs, cheir 
Under-Sheriffs, and Deputies; and in Caſe of 
Sickneſs, 02 Diſability in the High-Sheriff, all 
Juſtices of the Peace Within their reſpective Di- 
viſions, ſhall after convenient Notice, give Due 
Attendance to the Erecuting ſuch Writ of Par- 
tition, unleſs reaſonable Cauſe be ſhewn to the

And in Caſe the Demandant do not A⸗ 
gre? to pay unto the Sheriff o: Under-She- 
riff, Juſtices and Juroꝛs, ſuch Jes as they 
ſhall reſpectively Demand foz their pains and 
Attendance in the Execution of the ſame, and 
Returning thereof ; then the Court tall Award 
what each perſon ſhall Beceive, having reſpect 
to the Diſtance of the place, from their Nelpe⸗ 
tive Habitations, and the time they muſt ne- 
teſlarily ſpend about the ſame, toz which they 
may ſeverally bzing their Actions as akoꝛe⸗ 
aid. 

Provided, that this Act ſhall continue in foꝛce 
foz Deaven Pears, and from thence to the end 
of the next Seſſion of the nert Parliament, and 
no longer. 

And whereas many Inconveniencies, and 
Law-Sutes, have heretofo:e Ariſen, and map 
hereafter Ariſe, by Reaſon the Bounds of the ſe- 
veral Pꝛopꝛieties of Lands within this Kingdom, 
are not ſufficiently Diſtingutihed, by certain and 
known Mears. |

ſed fo2 any leſſer time, or Term, the Bounds 
ſhalt be Incloſed at the Sole Charge of che 
Landlo2d, | 

P2ovided, That nothing in this Ac Contain- 
ed, chall be Taken, oz Conſtrued to be Taken, 
to make Uo!d any Covenants Heretofoze made 
between Landlozd and Tenant, Relating to the

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And be it further Enacted by the Authozity 
afo:eſaid, That whatſoever perſon o2 perſons, 
Chargeable by this Act, with the Fencing and 
Eloſing of their Bounds, as ato:eſaid, who 
hail not have Actually done the ſame within 
Sir Months after ſuch Partition made, ſhall 
Fo:feit fo2 His. o2 their neglen, One Pear's 
Ualue of the ſaid Tand, One Moyety there⸗ 
of, to the uſe of the Per of the Pariſh, where 
ſuch Lands ſhall lie, and the other Moyety to 
him, oz them, that will Due for the ſame: 
And ik the perſon 02 perſons, Chargeable with 
the Incloſing his Mears, as afozeſatd, hall fur⸗ 
ther neglect to do the ſame Within One Pear, 
he, oz they, ſo Offending againſt this Ac, ſhall 
Fozfeit Two Pears Ualue of the ſaid Lands;

kept open Scoured and Cleanſed, chat the Ma⸗ 
ter may not ſtand, but paſs away, and that 
whatſoever perſon oz perſons ſhall refuſe oz 
neglect to do the ſame, ſhall Fozfeit fo: ſuch 
refuſal and neglect, One Year's Ualue of the 
ſaid Land, to bs Recovered in ſuch man⸗ 
ner, and to ſuch Uſes, as is herein befoze 
Expꝛelled.
